Sobriquet Bestowed on Clement XIV 
When 
He 
Suppressed 
the 
Order of Jesuits. 


Pope Clement XIV bears the so- 
• briquet of “the Protestant Pope,” al­ 
though he was by no means a mem­ 
ber of the Protestant faith. He earned 
thla title by a bull which he Issued in 
1773, ordering the suppression of the 
Order of the Jesuits. This seemed to 
! the devout Catholic a concession to 
Protestantism, and thus Clement was 
given his title. 
The Jesuit order w'as established 


j in 1537 by Ignatius Loyola, and its 
; chief aim was to establish the power 
of tile pope and to preserve it against 
the attacks of the ITotestants. 
It 
grew to be the most powerful society 
of the Roman Catholic church, gain­ 
ing Its influence principally through 
the excellent schools which its mem­ 
bers founded and maintained. 
Its 
potency grew to such an extent that 
the temporal authorities took alarm 
and, in 1773, France, Spain, Portugal, 
[’anna, Naples and Austria prevailed 
I upon Pope Clement to issue his bull 


i abolishing the order. 
It was re-es­ 
tablished by Pope Pius VII immediate­ 
ly after the fall of Napoleon In 1815, 
| and is now in a thriving condition in 
all countries where the Roman church 
has adherents.

DECREED REST FROM LABOR 


Saxon Monarch, a Thousand Years 
Ago, Instituted Custom of Satur­ 
day Half Holiday. 


A thousand years ago the Saxon 
King E<lgar proclaimed a rest from 
nil labor from the noon of Saturday 
till the daw’n of Monday, and the same 
principle was emphasized by his suc­ 
cessors. 
The church was In those days the 
dominant factor In all social life, and 
the Saturday-to-Monday ordinance was 
doubtless at first intended to give the 
people full opportunities for going to 
church. Round the village church, too, 
gradually sprang up the Saturday mar­ 
ket for the cottagers, and so, though 
slowly, the Saturday holy day evolved 
Into a holiday. 
With the change from agriculture to 
Industrialism, people left the villages 
for the towns, and here for some time 
the Saturday half-holiday was endan­ 
gered in the rush and greed of the 
new found and little understood “prog­ 
ress.” 
A saner and more moderate 
outlook, however, restored the Satur­ 
day 
half-holiday. 
But, 
curiously 
enough, the towns claimed it as a new 
Invention of their own, ignoring the 
village life which, long centuries back, 
knew’ as a legal right the weekly half­ 
holiday of the Saturday.

AMERICA FOR AMERICANS. 


The new immigration bill, prepared by 
Chairman Johnson of the house immigra­ 
tion committee, 
provides 
for even more 
drastic restriction of immigration than the 
temporary law now in effect. 
It is not to 
be voted upon at this session and it will un­ 
dergo many changes before enactment be­ 
ing offered at this time simply as a basis 
for a permanent immigration law. 
There 
(will hardly be 
extended 
discussion of its 
provisions at this time, but it is interesting 
to learn that the 
quota 
percentage from 
each country are 
reduced 
under the new 
bill and that it will, if the new percentages 
stand, cut the total admission from about 
258,000 to 170,000. 
An immigration measure as drastic as 
this one is sure to encounter determined op­ 
position. 
Many industries 
and 
interests 
will oppose it and a large part of the for­ 
eign elem ent in the country may be expect­ 
ed to oppose it. 
But this nation has been 
paying a heavy price for such advantages 
of cheaper labor as it derives— and w heth­ 
er it derives any such#advantage is a ques­ 
tion— from the unrestricted influx of for­ 
eigners from over 
the 
sea 
and for the 
preservation of the sentimental theory that 
the United States holds out her arms in w el­ 
come to the poor and the oppressed of all 
lands. 
There must be a great and grow­ 
ing number of Americans 
who, 
without 
knowing much in a detailed way about the 
effect of sharp restriction of immigration 
on business and industry, are nevertheless 
earnestly in favor of cutting immigration 
down to the absolute minimum. 
W e do not believe in the policy of isola­ 
tion in regard to foreign affairs, but we do 
believe in the principle of America for the 
Americans. 
At one time the south was do­ 
ing its best to get immigrants in large num­ 
bers. 
Its efforts to do so failed, and today 
It ought to thank Providence that those ef­ 
forts did fail. 
Owing to their failure, the 
louth is today the most American part of 
America— the vast majority of its people 
are Americans of the old stock, and those 
comparatively recent arrivals which it does j 
Include in its population are for the most And if the house is rocked with tears, 


THE MURDER OF RATHENAU. 


There seems to be no doubt that German 


nationalist bullets slew Dr. W alter Rathen- 
.j, the foreign minister of the German re­ 
public. 
It is almost as dangerous to indict 
a w hole party as it is to indict a whole peo­ 
ple, and it would be far-fetched to suppose 
that Rathenau’s death is the result of a 
conspiracy for which the whole monarchist I 
movement in Germany must be held direct- j 
ly responsible. 
In all likelihood it was the « 
work of a few* extremists planned and e x e - 1 
cuted without the know ledge of any con- \ 
siderable number of those Germans who j 
are striving, in so far as they are able, to re-! 
establish the old regim e or something ap­ 
proximating it as closely as possible. 
But, 
however that may 
be, it is the nationalist 
movement as a whole against which is now 
raging the storm 
of 
indignation 
which 
Rathenau’s murder has stirred among the 
German republicans. 
Rathenau, perhaps because he was the 
ablest man in the republican government, | 
had been the particular target of national­ 
ist abuse. 
Probably because his efforts to j 
work out a modus vivendi between Ger- 1 
many and the allies had been at least part­ 
ially successful, he was hated by that e le - ! 
ment among the Germans which wants no 
modus vivendi but desires an open breach. I 
It was for much the same reason that Erz- j 
berger was murdered some months ago in I 
the Black Forest. 
It seems only reasonable j 
to draw from these two tragic episodes a | 
conclusion creditable to the good faith of 
the men now at the head of German affairs 
— the conclusion that in Germany itself the 
belief prevails that the Wirth government 
is really trying to work out an accommoda­ 
tion with the allies. 
It is because they believe this and resent 
it bitterly that fanatical nationalists and 
monarchists resort to assassination. 
If the 
bulk of the German republicans were na- 
tionalists^and monarchists at heart there 
would hardly 
occur such furious demon­ 
strations of public indignation over the eli­ 
mination of Rathenau. 
Certainly the spec­ 
tacle which Germany 
now 
presents does 
not bear out the view of those who hold 
that the efforts of the Wirth government to 
meet the allied demands are all a sham and 
that in reality the Germans, from the ac­ 
tive republican leaders to the Hindenburgs 
and Ludendorffs, are working together in 
a deep-laid plot to repudiate the treaty 
obligations and defy the allies.

THE SOUTH AND THE TARIFF. 


The Fort Worth, Texas, Star-Telegram 
has sent up a vigorous call to the democrats 
’ to let up in their straightout fight against 
. the pending tariff bill and urges that they 
should devote themselves instead to secur­ 
ing “protection for the products of Texas 
• and the South.” 
The Atlanta Constitution 
gives warm approval to the position taken 
by the Star-Telegram and argues that “so 
long as enactment of an undemocratic high 
protective tariff bill apparently is inevita­ 
ble the industries of the south should be 
placed on an even footing with those of 
the rest of the country in the enjoyment of 
the protection for which it provides/’ 
In other words, the Star-Telegram and 
the Constitution agree with the position 
which was attributed over and over again 
to the late Senator Tillman— although he 
protested and proved that he never said it 
— that if there is going to be any stealing 
they want the south to get its share. 
Well, suppose for the sake of the argu­ 
ment it be granted that this doctrine is 
sound, how do the Star-Telegram and the 
Constitution propose to amend the pending 
.tariff bill so as to secure for the industries 
• of their sections benefits comparable to 
' those which will be enjoyed by the favored 
^interests in whose behalf the bill has been 
framed? This is the question asked the 
Manufacturers Record several weeks ago 
and to which that 
stalwart champion of 
'protection has yet to reply. 
The Fort Worth newspaper is, of course, 
published at the center of the Texas cattle 
industry and 
wThile it does not 
mention 
hides or cattle its willingness to soften its 
antagonism to a protective tariff for a con­ 
sideration, is 
somewhat 
understandable. 
But the Constitution speaks for a elientile 
whose interests are large and varied. 
To 
• what articles would it wish to see the bene­ 
f i t s of protection extended and what would 
be the effect of such protection, if obtain­ 
able, on southern industries in general? 
A good many people in the south have 
-been caught by the plea that it is impossi- 
. ble to defeat a protective tariff bill outright 
‘and that therefore the best thing for the 
south is to get what it can out of such a 
•measure. 
The answer to this is, first if a 
protective tariff bill cannot be defeated 
-outright it can be made to defeat the party 
that sponsors it and, second, that there is 
not the slightest reason for thinking that 
the south could in fact wrestanythingworth 
while for itself out of the pending bill no 
matter how it might try. 


CAMPAIGN COST S. 
It cost Commodore Newberry a vast sum 
Ja. be senator from Michigan and it cost 
Mr. Pinchot almost as much to win the re­ 
publican nomination for governor of Penn- 
lylvania.

The 
Sun knows that, given a certain state of 
mind among the people, the type of candi­ 
date who can most readily dispense with a 
campaign fund is the demagogue, the man 
who tells the voters what they want to 
hear, who promises them the impossible* 
who appeals to passion and to prejudice. 
We do not know' whether Colonel Brook­ 
hart is a demagogue. He may be a prophet 
with a 
message. 
Occasionally such pro­ 
phets do arise and sweep everything before 
them. 
But it is dangerous to estimate his 
caliber in inverse ratio to the sum he spent 
in his campaign or to assume that he is a 
bigger man than Mr. Pinchot because his 
nomination cost him so much less.

Toward the bonus he has been chilly— in­ 
termittently. 
But for the ship subsidy he 
reveals a Lasker-like devotion. 
The presi­ 
dent’s letter notifying congress that if it 
does not pass the merchant marine bill he 
will call it “immediately in extraordinary 
session” is an unmistakable threat. 
It is 
an obvious confession that in the circum­ 
stances there is little prospect of the bill’s 
being considered, so something desperate 
must be tried. Congress will not be grate­ 
ful for the prodding it has received from 
the white house. 
The ship subsidy scheme 
has aroused no great enthusiasm 
even 
among republicans but has been the fruit­ 
ful cause of further conflict within the par­ 
ty. No demand for it has been heard from 
the country, and only by a skillfully manag­ 
ed campaign of acceleration it has been 
kept from dropping out of sight. If it is to 
be rescued from death by neglect it will be 
chiefly the president’s doing. 
The session 
is far advanced and congress is overloaded 
with work still to be completed. The sum­ 
mers are long and hot in Washington and 
home districts are restless and raising trou­ 
ble. 
The president may or may not have 
his way, but if the republicans in congress 
are persuaded, 
under 
pressure from the 
white house, to pass the ship subsidy bill, 
it must be in the knowledge that their legis­ 
lative record is already so bad that one 
more offense can make little difference in 
November.

HERRIN, HL, June 26.—The un­ 
known dead of H errin’s labor war 
went to their graves Sunday. 
Six­ 
teen of them wore buried in the “pot­ 
ters' field,” while union men who had 
dug the 
graves 
leaned 
on their 
spades, and held their shapeless hats 
in work-gnarled hands. 
The summer sun beat down on the 
long grass of the Herrin cemetery, 
the daisies and the red clovers, and 
the singing of meadow larks mingled 
with the words of the four pastors, 
who conducted 
the 
brief 
service. 
About seventy-five 
persons 
were 
present, most of them miners who 
had dug the 
sixteen graves 
since 
dawn Sunday. 
State Senator William J. Sneed, in 
khaki overalls, who had been digging 
too, was there; the mayor of Herrin, 
George Pace, and Colonel 
Samuel 
H unter of the adjutant general’s staff. 
The ministers were Rev. William Mc­

WAUKEGAN, 111., June 24.—Gov­ 
ernor Len Small was found not guil­ 
ty today of conspiracy to defraud the 
state of Illinois. 
The jury was out an hour and thir­ 
ty-five minutes, returning its verdict 
about 3:40 o’clock. 
Small was charged with conspiring j 
to defraud the state of interest on 
public funds while he was serving 
as treasurer. 
The trial lasted nine weeks. 
Cheers that shook the rafters of 
the ancient Lake County court house 
greeted the verdict.

scores poured through the gates to 
the oar enclosure, seeking to grasp 
the governor's hands. 
The flashlights of a half 
dozen 
photographers boomed and for min­ 
utes pandemonium reigned. 
Escorted by friends, the governor,

Small, and the governor’s children, 
shook hands- with the jurors 
and

ed by a Sangamon County grand jury 
nearly ^a year ago.

When served with a warrant the 
governor refused to submit to arrest 
on a plea of immunity.

TAX ON DRINKS MAY 
AGAIN BE REQUIRED 


JOPLIN, MO., June 26.—War tax 
on soft drinks, so universally believ­ 
ed to be a thing of the past threat­ 
ens to again bob up in the middle of 
the busiest season for soda fountains 
according to a ruling here from A. 
C. Holden, deputy 
commissioner of 
internal revenue at Washington, D. 
C. 
War time taxes of IO per cent wrere 
abolished sometime ago on a major­ 
ity of the drinks served at soda foun­ 
tains, but Holden's letter to the lo­ 
cal deputy collector of revenue cities 
instances in which the federal tax is 
still due. 
“Lemonades, orangeades and lime­ 
ades prepared by the uses of uncar- 
tonated water are subject to a tax as 
still drinks, the tax attaching when 
the same are sold by the manufac­ 
tures, importer or producer. 
There­ 
fore proprietors of ice cream parlors 
soda fountains and 
similar 
places 
of business manufacturing such bev- 
eragesand selling them must 
pay a 
tax.” 
The letter continues to state that 
those three drinks prepared by car­ 
bonated water are not subject to a 
gallonage tax. 
Fountain syrup and 
carbonic gas which may be used in 
the preparation of such drinks 
are 
subject to tax, however, it says. 
Milk drinks are regarded as foods 
and are not taxable, the letter 
de­ 
clares, except that any finished 
or 
fountain syrup which might be used 
in the preparation of such beverages 
would be subject to taxation. 
Taxes from the proprietors of the 
soda fountains and ice cream parlors 
are due July I for the six months end 
ing June 30, it said.

ACT VIOLATED 


BY RAILWAYS 


Decision On Eve Of The 
Canvass of Shopnen’s 
Strike Vote. 


KATY ONE OF ROADS 
FOUND 
GUILTY 


Action Came On Protest 
From Shopmen Against 
Contract System. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, 
June 
24.—Four 
rail­ 
roads w*ere found guilty of violation 
of the transportation act and the 
orders of the United States Rail­ 
road Labor board in six decisions 
covering contracting of w*ork to out­ 
side firms, an issue over which the 
railway shopmen of the country are 
now taking a strike ballot. 
Three of the four roads were de­ 
clared to have violated the law in 
farming out shojj work, while other 
decisions embraced the maintenance 
of way .department and clerks and 
freight handlers. 
The Indiana Har­ 
bor Belt, recently declared to be in 
violation of the transportation act 
because it had farmed out the shop 
work, led the list today because the 
road had leased track repair work 
to Collianni and Byer on a five 
per cent cost plus basis. 
Other 
roads 
named 
in today’s 
decision w*ere the Chicago, Great 
Western, St. Louis, Moundsville and 
Mexico and the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas. 
Reiteration of the board’s stand 
that 
work tontracted 
to 
outside 
firms, which pay a lower rate, or 
whose working conditions are less 
favorable than those of the labor 
board constitute a violation of the 
law game on the eve of the shop 
unions canvass of their strike vote 
on the contract question and two 
others. 
In connection with these decisions 
Ben W. Hooper, chairman of the 
board, issued a statement in which 
he indicated that the board might 
take some active steps to bring 
about compliance with its decisions 
and thus relieve grievances of the 
shopmen so far as their protest 
against contracting are concerned, v 
Ben. W. Hopoer declared he "stil’ 
believed that these carriers would 
get in line with the board’s decis­ 
ions on this question. 
"It Is my purpose,” he said,” to 
press this matter to their atten­ 
tion.” 
"The board has not held that the 
carriers 
may 
not 
contract 
their 
work. 
It simply has held that such 
contracting cannot have the effect 
of removing railway employes from 
under the application of the trans­ 
portation act, but to my mind con­ 
tracting at lower wages than those 
set up by the board is so unjust, 
and

violative of the spirit of the trans­ 
portation act that public sentiment 
cannot uphold it.”
